Report details billions in 
payouts by bailed-out banks 

NEW YORK I Citigroup Inc., one of the big- 
gest recipients of U.S. government bail- 
out money, gave employees $5.33 billion 
in bonuses for 2008, New York’s attorney 
general said Thursday in a report detailing 
the payouts by nine big banks. 

The report from Attorney General 
Andrew Cuomo’s office focused on 2008 
bonuses paid to the initial nine banks that 
received loans under the government’s Trou- 
bled Asset Relief Program last fall. 

Cuomo’s office found that the companies 
— which also included Bank of America 
Corp., Merrill Lynch & Co., JPMorgan Chase 
& Co. and Goldman Sachs Group Inc., — 
awarded nearly 4,800 million- dollar-plus 
bonuses, with much of the money going to 
Wall Street investment bankers. 

Citigroup, which is now one-third owned 
by the U.S. government as a result of the bail- 
out, gave 738 of its employees bonuses of at 
least $1 million, even after it lost $18 .7 billion 
during the year, Cuomo’s office said. 

“There is no clear rhyme or reason to the 
way banks compensate and reward their 
employees,” Cuomo said in the report, (ap)

CONCORD, N.H. | Friends who 
watched Julie Corey show off 
a newborn baby girl wondered 
how she had been released from 
the hospital less than a day after 
giving birth. 

Then they heard her former 
neighbor had been found dead 
with a baby cut from her womb. 

Corey, 35, of Worcester, Mass., 
was ordered held on $2 mil- 
lion bail in New Hampshire on 
Thursday, one day after being 
found with the baby at a home- 
less shelter. 

Appearing in Concord District 
Court via video from jail, Corey 
said little during the hearing and 
did not waive extradition to be 
brought back to Massachusetts 
to face kidnapping charges. 

Judge Gerard Boyle ordered 
all police affidavits in the case 
sealed and scheduled a hearing 
for Aug. 30. 

Corey is accused of kidnap- 
ping an infant carried by Darlene 
Ha)mes, a mother of three who had 
been eight months’ pregnant and 
was found dead Monday in her 
Worcester apartment. 

Corey told acquaintances that 
she delivered her baby sometime 
late July 23 or early July 24 at an 
undisclosed hospital, and by later

Study: Tide Turning for Fish Stocks 


WASHINGTON I Two years after 
a study warned that overfish- 
ing could cause a collapse in the 
world’s seafood stocks by 2048, an 
update says the tide is turning, at 
least in some areas. 

“Our oceans are not a lost 
cause,” said Boris Worm of Dal- 


housie University in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, lead author of both 
reports. 

Ray Hilborn of the University 
of Washington challenged Worm’s 
original report, leading the two 
— plus 19 other researchers — to 
launch the study being published 


in the the journal Science. 

The news isn’t all good. Of 10 
areas of the world that were studied, 
significant overfishing continues in 
three, but steps have been taken to 
curb excesses in five others, Hilbom 
and Worm reported. 

Hilborn noted that 63 percent 
of fish stocks remain below desired 
levels. (AP)

Thousands dash with 
police at ceremony for 
victims of crackdown 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iranian police fired 
tear gas and beat anti-government 
protesters with batons to disperse 
thousands at a graveside memo- 
rial Thursday for victims of post- 
election violence, witnesses and 
state television said. 

Demonstrations that drew 
thousands more later spread to 
other parts of Tehran, and more 
clashes with security forces erupt- 
ed. Witnesses said police fired tear 
gas at dozens of demonstrators on 
Vali Asr Street who set tires and 
trash cans ablaze in response. 

Police barred opposition leader 
Mir Hossein Mousavi from join- 


ing the crowd around the grave of 
Neda Agha Soltan, a young woman 
who was shot to death at a June 20 
protest against the disputed presi- 


dential election. The 27-year-old 
music student’s dying moments 
on the pavement were circulated 
widely on the Web. 


“Neda is alive; Ahmadine- 
jad is dead,” some of those at the 
ceremony chanted, referring to 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad, who the opposition claims 
won the June 12 election by fraud. 
Witnesses said plainclothes forces 
charged at them with batons and 
tear gas, some of them chanting, 
“Death to those who are against 
the supreme leader.” 

An amateur video that purports 
to show the memorial shows thou- 
sands marching through the cem- 
etery, flashing victory signs. 

With Thursday’s ceremony, the 
opposition aimed to harness grow- 
ing anger over abuses in the nearly 
seven-week-old crackdown and give 
their movement further momentum 
in the face of the continuing wave

The House of Lords, Britain’s 
highest court, ordered the govern- 
ment to draw up rules for when it 
will prosecute assisted suicide, 
which is illegal in the U.K. 

Debbie Purdy, who has multi- 
ple sclerosis, said the ruling “gives 
me my life back.” The judgment is 
a defeat for those who argue that 
Britain’s law on assisted suicide, 
already rarely enforced, risks being 
further weakened. 

Purdy, 46, had argued that if 
her husband faced prosecution for 
helping her go abroad to commit 
suicide, she would go alone, (ap)

Moldovans Embrace Shift 


Pro-Europe parties 
defeat communists 
in national elections 

CHISINAU, MOLDOVA I It may be the 
most enigmatic corner of Europe: 
a hardscrabble communist holdout 
run by a dour president who keeps 
a bust of Lenin on his desk, 

“Europe’s largest illegal duty- 
free shop,” a diplomat once called 
Moldova, known for rampant traf- 
ficking in arms, drugs, cigarettes 
and sex. But now that pro-Western 
parties have won national elec- 
tions, big changes could be in store 
for the tiny ex-Soviet republic. 

On Thursday, a day after their 
convincing victory in a parliamen- 
tary vote that international observ- 
ers pronounced free of fraud, four 
center-right opposition parties set 
about forging a governing alliance 
to steer the country out of Russia’s 
loose orbit. 

They’ve already pledged more 
free market reforms, an indepen- 
dent justice system and greater 
press freedoms. 

It’s a potentially momentous 
shift for the last nation in Europe 
to be run by the Communist Party,

which has held power since 2001. 

This week’s poll was unclouded 
by violence. The Organization for 
Security and Cooperation in Europe 
said its 300 monitors found no evi- 
dence to suggest major fraud. 

With almost all the votes count- 
ed, the four pro-Europe parties 
won a combined 53 seats in the 
101-member parliament, defeat- 
ing the communists with 48. 

Vlad Eilat, leader of the opposi- 
tion Liberal Democrats, expressed 
hope that the communists “will 
accept defeat and ... allow the win- 
ning forces to rule.” (ap)

Video game business 
faces tough decision 
as title sales stay low 

Kathleen Byrnes and Justin Choi, 
a married couple attending medi- 
cal school at Tulane University, 
say $40 is just too much to fork 
over for a Nintendo Wii game 
they might not enjoy. They haven’t 
bought one since last fall, when 
they picked up “Star Wars: The 
Force Unleashed.” 

Since then? “Nothing real- 
ly interesting came out,” said 
Byrnes, 23. 

Their reluctance helps explain 
why this is a rough summer for the 
video game business. More people 
than ever are playing the games, 
but it’s been awhile since a block- 
buster title arrived. Consumers 
are watching their money more 
closely in the recession and man- 


aging to resist games that can cost 
as much as $60. 

The trends came into focus 
Thursday as Sony Corp. and Nin- 


tendo Co. each reported console 
sales are dropping. Sony posted 
a loss for the April-June quarter, 
and Nintendo Co. revealed a large 


drop in its profit. 

The Microsoft Corp. division 
that makes the Xbox 360 said 
last week it lost money in the last 
quarter, too. 

“The health of the industry is 
terrible,” said Wedbush Morgan 
analyst Michael Pachter. 

For gamers, at least, there’s 
some good news: Console prices 
will probably come down. Sony’s 
PlayStation 3, the costliest of the 
bunch, still sells for $400. 

Nintendo hasn’t lowered the 
$250 tag on the Wii since its 2006 
launch — an extreme rarity for an 
industry that relies on regular price 
cuts to broaden its audience. 

Pachter thinks each company 
“has no prayer” of meeting the tar- 
get without cutting prices to lure 
buyers. In Nintendo’s case, that 
might mean keeping the Wii at 
$250 but throwing in more free 
games.

Sharp Decrease 
In Job Losses Is 
Expected for July 


WASHINGTON | Fewer Americans 
are claiming jobless benefits, lead- 
ing economists to project that next 
week’s employment report will 
show a sharp drop in job losses for 
July compared with June. 

Claims for jobless aid, which 
track layoffs and 

M firings, are trend- 
ing downward in 
a modest sign of 
improvement in 
the labor market, 
economists note. 

That helps 
explain why ana- 
lysts are fore- 
casting that a net total of about 
340,000 jobs will have been lost 
in July. This would compare with 
a net total of 467,000 jobs lost in 
June and the staggering 741,000 
that were lost in January — the 
most for any month since 1949. 

The slowdown in job cuts is a 
positive sign for the labor mar- 
ket, though most economists still 
expect the unemployment rate to 
keep rising into next year, (ap)

Blaze Guts Arts Patron’s Mansion

Low water pressure 
blamed for inability 
to keep fire in control 

Fire gutted the Chain Bridge 
Road mansion and extensive art 
collection of longtime D.C. arts 
patron Peggy Cooper Cafritz late 
Wednesday, and officials said low 
water pressure slowed firefighters’ 
efforts to contain the blaze. 

It took almost two hours to 
find a sustained stream of water 
strong enough to fight the fire, 
D.C. fire chief Dennis L. Rubin 
said. A spokeswoman for the D.C. 
Water and Sewer Authority, how- 
ever, said the problem stemmed 
from fire crews’ trying to use too 
many hydrants connected to one 
small water main, instead of other 
hydrants available in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The dispute mirrors one that 
erupted in 2007, when broken fire 
hydrants hindered the response 


to a major blaze at the George- 
town library. That same year, the 
two agencies traded accusations 
over alleged water supply prob- 
lems during a fire that destroyed 


parts of an Adams Morgan con- 
dominium building. 

On Wednesday night, as fire- 
fighters unfurled lengths of hose 
that eventually spanned blocks. 


flames roared through the man- 
sion’s windows and leapt through 
the roof 

The blaze devoured what Caf- 
ritz’s nephew called a “museum- 
quality art collection” by African 
and African American artists and 
destroyed a home that had been the 
site of countless political fundrais- 
ers, book parties and receptions, 
and a refuge for the struggling art- 
ists and young people Cafritz rou- 
tinely took under her wing. 

Cafritz, a former president 
of the D.C. Board of Education, 
and her family were vacationing 
Wednesday on Martha’s Vineyard, 
said her nephew, Casey Cooper. She 
had planned to return to the house 
Thursday night in time to host a 
fundraiser for Terri Sewell, who

Report: Ortiz, Ramirez Failed Doping Test 


Teammates who led 
Red Sox to two titles 
on infamous ’03 list 

BASEBALL I David Ortiz and 
Manny Ramirez, the sluggers who 
led Boston to a pair of World Series 
championships, were among the 
more than 100 Major League Base- 
ball players who tested positive for 
performance- enhancing drugs in 
2003, according to a report in the 
New York Times. 

The article posted on the news- 


paper’s Web site Thursday cited 
lawyers involved in pending lit- 
igation over the testing results 
who spoke anonymously because 
the information is under seal by a 
court order. 

Ortiz declined comment to the 
paper before the Red Sox played 
Oakland. The popular-but-slump- 
ing Big Papi had not been previ- 
ously linked to positive tests. 

Hours after the report was 
made, David Ortiz hit a go-ahead 
homer in the seventh inning, and 
the Boston Red Sox rallied to beat

the Oakland Athletics 8-5. 

Ramirez, now with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, recently served 
a 50-game suspension for violat- 
ing baseball’s drug policy. 

Major League Baseball declined 
to comment on the Times’ report, 
telling The Associated Press it 
didn’t have the list of the 104 
players who tested positive six 
years ago.

Newest Converts: 

As more condos turn 
into rentals, buyers face 
unexpected hurdles e2 
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Buyers and renters 
find silver linings in 
condos that become 
apartment buildings 

Two years ago, flipping real estate 
was considered a viable career 
path. Snatch up a property, add 
a couple upgrades (or not), and 
put it back on the market for a 
quick buck. 


With dozens of 
condominium 
developments 
becoming rentals, 
the condo market 
is less saturated. 


Today, another type of flipping 
has gained popularity: turning 
condominium developments into 
apartment buildings. The D.C. 
region is littered with would-be 
condo projects converted into 
rental units as the housing bub- 
ble popped, subprime mortgages 
rocked the industry and developers 
failed to secure contracts. 

But there’s a perk for renters: 
High-level fixtures and amenities 
once reserved for home owners 
now are available in apartments. 

At Allegro Apartments, a 
condo -turned-rental building in 
Columbia Heights, units have 
gourmet kitchens with stainless 
steel sinks and GE appliances, 
including a top freezer/refrigera- 
tor, Nine-foot ceilings and bay win- 
dows come standard. The hard- 
wood floors are made of maple, the 
fixtures include track lighting, and 
the walls are soundproof 

“[The units are] expensive qual- 
ity because they were meant to be 
a condo,” said Maj Roembke, the 
property manager at Allegro with 
Kettler Management. “You’re pay- 
ing the same amounts you would 
in another apartment building

somewhere else, but you’re get- 
ting a lot more features.” 

During preconstruction, units 
at Allegro were priced at $210,000 
for a studio, $300,000 for a one- 
bedroom unit and $500,000 for 
a two-bedroom unit. Even though 
100 of the building’s 297 units were 
under contract, developer Metro 
Properties announced in Febru- 
ary 2008 it would be switching to 
rental units when it opened. 

“Allegro actually voluntarily 
shifted early on,” Metro Proper- 
ties President Jeremy Rubenstein 
said. “We started to have the first 


real hints of a financial shock and 
were pretty convinced people were 
probably going to have difficulty in 
the end getting financing,” 

Metro sent signed releases to 


all of the condo buyers, allowing 
them the option to stand by their 
investments or receive their depos- 
it back plus interest, Rubenstein 
said. Everyone opted to terminate

their contracts, he said. 

“If we were going to go forward, 
we were going to have to reduce the 
prices substantially, and nobody 
was going to be happy with that 
situation,” Rubenstein said. “The 
ability to get financing and to get 
300 units closed really looked 
like it was slipping away as the 
economic environment got worse 
and worse.” 

Allegro Apartments celebrat- 
ed its grand opening April 22, and 
90 leases have been signed on the 
building, where units rent for $1,525 
for a studio to $3,750 for two-level 
penthouses with terraces. 

GETTING SETTLED 

The numbers show how overde- 
veloped the condo market had 
recently become in Washington: 
Since the fourth quarter of 2007, 
6,924 condo units have been can- 
celled and 11,237 units have been 
moved to the apartment pipeline, 
said William Rich of Delta Asso- 
ciates, a real estate research firm 
based in Alexandria. 

On the flip side, with dozens 
of condominium developments 
becoming rentals, the condo mar- 
ket is less saturated and existing 
units are in higher demand. 

Kristen Albert, sales manager 
at CityVista (CityVistaDC.com) 
for the Mayhood Company, said 
the K Street property has seen a 
“huge increase” in the number of 
people signing contracts since the 
beginning of the year, 

“You have these people who 
were ready to buy; they already 
have their mortgages and rate 
locks and need to settle immedi- 
ately,” Albert said. “In some cases, 
they’ve already sold their house or 
ended their lease.” 

One of those buyers was Peter 
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Bachrach, 30, a public manage- 
ment consultant who originally 
put down a deposit at the Dumont 
Condominiums at Fourth Street 
and Massachusetts Avenue NW. 
For almost a year after he signed a 
contract, Bachrach heard rumors 
about foreclosures but could not 
reach anyone at the sales office. 

“You’ve invested some seri- 
ous money and some emotional 
capital into a place you intend to 
live in, and you end up in a place 
where you’re not sure what’s going 
to happen,” Bachrach, “I’ve com- 
mitted myself to doing something 
both financially and emotionally, 
and now you’re going to take me 
on this roller coaster I can’t get 
off [of].” 

Bachrach’s apartment lease was 
expiring, and without any expect- 
ed move-in date, he was forced to

find temporary housing and sign a 
pricey month-to -month lease. 

Then, on Jan, 9, 2009, Bach- 
rach and other contract holders 
received a letter from the devel- 
oper, Broadway Mass Associ- 
ates. Citing “financial difficul- 
ties,” Broadway asked whether 
the purchasers “still wish[ed] to 
close on the property.” Bachrach 
terminated his contract. 

Today, the phone number for 
the sales office at the Dumont 
has been disconnected; the latest 
update to the construction gal- 
lery online was May 8, 2008; and 
sales firm McWilliams Ballard, 
which had been managing sales 
of the Dumont, sued Broadway 
Management on Sept. 30, 2008, 
in the D.C. District Court over 
the project.

Bachrach found a silver lining 
in the unfortunate situation: He 
received his original deposit back 
in full, plus interest. “In this eco- 
nomic environment, it VYas prob- 
ably the best investment I could 
have made at the time. If it had 
been in the stock market. I’d have 
lost half the value.” 

Despite the unstable mar- 
ket and a terminated contract, 
Bachrach still hoped to buy. He’d 
been living in D.C. for seven years, 
watched his rent go up each year, 
turned 30 and simply wanted a 
place to call his own. 

“I had already put myself in a 
financial standpoint where I could 
buy, moved money around; I was 
ready to sign on the dotted line 


and write a large check,” Bach- 
rach said. He moved into City 
Vista on April 1. 

“I love having my own place, 
and I like the increased respon- 


sibility,” he said. 

“I love being able to do what I 
want, when I want and whatever 
I want to my place as I see fit.”

Goes Digital 


A slew of Web sites 
help data-hungry 
home buyers narrow 
down their choices 

Many wars have been launched 
with less up-front analysis than 
some home shoppers are putting 
into their quests. A proliferation 
of data- drenched real estate Web 
sites — and an over supply of list- 


ings, allowing buyers to take their 
time hunting for just the right place 
— has given rise to a new breed of 
buyer: the data head. 

The vast majority of buyers 
search listings online and rely on 
photos and 360-degree panoramas 
to narrow the selection. But the 
data lovers, most of them young, 
skeptical and highly plugged in, 
take the search a step further. 
They set up alerts via computer

or Internet- connected phone for 
when one of their target listings 
has a price reduction or goes off 
the market. They compare list- 
price-to-sales-price ratios. They 
compare price per square foot 
for each home that catches their 
eye. They look up the average age, 
income and family size of their tar- 
geted neighborhoods. Some set up 
spreadsheets to keep track of all 
the statistics. 

The number of unique visits to 
Zillow’s Web site in March rocketed 
71 percent above last March’s fig- 
ure, company spokeswoman Amy 
Bohutinsky said. “It’s huge. And it’s 
not what you would expect in the 
middle of one of the greatest hous- 
ing downturns in a century,” she 
said. Some of the volume may be 
coming from people trying to deter- 
mine whether they have enough 
equity to qualify for a refinance. 
But she said the company thinks a 
lot of hits are coming from people 
thinking about buying. 

“They’re not doing it yet, but 
they’re doing the research, and 
they’re watching sales and list- 
ings in their areas very closely,” 
Bohutinsky said. Also, she said, 
potential buyers now are mostly 
investors and younger first-tim- 


ers, two types of buyers who tend 
to do a lot of research. 

Real estate Web sites continue 
to load on the numbers to appeal 
to these data-hungry shoppers. 
Trulia.com, which already offers 
charts and tables tracking the sup-

ply of listings and price trends for 
neighborhoods, recently added a 
tool that allows buyers to search 
only for homes that have had a 
price reduction. 

Kevin Wolfe, 27, and his wife, 
Laura, 26, have been digging 
through the data for about three 
years. After biding their time 
in a rented apartment in Fair- 
fax County since moving from 
Boston, they will close soon on a 
two-story brick-front house near 
Chantilly, Va. They were prodded 
into action in part by what Wolfe 
called “incredibly low” interest 


rates, but the $8,000 first-time- 
buyer tax credit was less of a moti- 
vation. “Effectively, it’s a drop in 
the bucket,” he said. 

Over their three years of house 
hunting, they visited 50 or 60 open 
houses. About 10 to 15 homes war- 
ranted a second, by-appointment 
look. They submitted purchase 
contracts on five houses, with four 
of them falling through. For two, he 
admitted, “we definitely bid too low.” 
On another, Wolfe said he thought 
they had submitted a fair offer, but 
the seller took the house off the 
market and put it up for rent. On 
the fourth, they and the seller could 
not agree on what repairs the seller 
would make before closing. 

But on this fifth one, he said, 
the contingencies have all been 
removed, and they fully expect 
to move in. “I would never say 
I enjoyed the process,” Kevin 
Wolfe said. 

Along the way, they pulled data 
from a number of Web sites. They 
used Redfin.com, a brokerage, as 
their buyer’s agent. Redfin offers 
buyers a rebate of part of the sales 
commission, so at closing, they 
expect to receive 1.5 percent of 
the home’s price back. “That will 
quite nicely cover a large portion 
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The Wolfes looked at a range of Web sites before closing on a house near Chantilly. 


of the closing cost,” Kevin Wolfe 
said. He also posted queries about 
home bu)dng on Redfin’s forums so 
he could solicit opinions on ques- 
tions he faced along the way. 

The sites they focused on shift- 
ed over the course of the hunt. 
Early in their search, as they 
were narrowing down neighbor- 
hoods, they looked for open hous- 
es on washingtonpost.com, Kevin 
Wolfe said. They also checked out 
neighborhoods on Long & Fos- 
ter’s Web site, which he said had 
a good graphic interface. “It very 
easily allowed us to identify which 
homes were for sale in that neigh- 
borhood,” Kevin Wolfe said. 

The Wolfes also checked Zil- 
low.com for its price estimates. 
“They occasionally had outdated 
listing pictures but not outdated 
listings,” he said. They read news 
reports and blogs on Bankrate. 
com and Seekingalpha.com, which 
helped them decide whether to 
buy or wait. 

Laura Wolfe kept track of the 
listings that interested them by 
bookmarking them on her browser 
and would check back when they 
received e-mail alerts about price 
changes. Each morning before 
work, Kevin Wolfe drank his cof- 
fee and reviewed e-mails bearing 
news of listings. 

But the key aspect of their data- 
driven approach was the strategy 
they adopted on prices. “We would 
bookmark homes above our price 
range and revisit them over time,” 
he said. Hoping to catch homes 
when sellers reduced the prices 


into their $500,000-ish comfort 
zone, they set their search range 
at $400,000 to $600,000. They 
considered homes 10 to 15 per- 
cent above their comfort zone, 
hoping to catch a good one on the 
way down. 

They offered $525,000 for 
the home they’re under contract 
to buy, 7.5 percent less than the 
sellers’ asking price. “They took it 
without even negotiating, which 
surprised us,” Kevin Wolfe said. 
Based on their research of sales

and list prices in that ZIP code, 
the Wolfes expected the house to 
sell for 4 or 5 percent less than list, 
so they fully expected the sellers 
to counter their offer. 

They’re scheduled to close the 
deal May 4. “We’re both relieved 
and exhausted from the process,” 
Kevin Wolfe said. 

Fernando Ferrufino, a Redfin 
agent in the Washington area who 
did not work with the Wolfes, said 
he thinks his Web-based brokerage 
attracts people who like to han- 
dle things themselves. “It’s a very 


information-sawy, Internet-sawy 
buyer who wants to pull as much 
data as possible to justify what they 
want to pay for a home.” 

But he added that sellers have 
their own arsenal of statistics to 
back up their asking prices. “It can 
turn into the butting of very knowl- 
edgeable heads,” he said. 

Matt Phipps, a 28-year-old 
agent for Phipps Realty, a firm his 
grandmother founded in Warwick, 
R.L, said it’s amazing how much 
buyers know before they even 
call an agent. He said they often 
have already checked out Trulia. 
com and Zillow.com and already 


know about the first-time-buyer 
tax credit. He said he thinks mem- 
bers of his generation are skeptical 
of anyone who markets to them 
and would prefer to dig through 
the data on their own. 

“We have been marketed to 
more than any generation, since 
we were born,” he said. “A lot of 
us, we don’t like to be aggressively 
pitched. A lot of [buyers] are say- 
ing, 'Get me the information; let 
me look at the numbers.’” 

He added that many buyers 
have been sitting out the mar- 
ket. “They’ve watched the values 
fall; they’ve really kept on top of 


it.” Sometimes buyers send list- 
ing sheets to him — a reversal of 
the traditional way business was 
done, with agents controlling all 
the information and doling it out 
to potential buyers. 

Could shoppers become over- 
whelmed by data, so wrapped up 
in the hunt that they barely get 
around to actually buying a home? 
Phipps said he doesn’t think so. 
Keeping tabs on the economy is 
the bigger challenge. 

“Where they become over- 
whelmed is just the amount of stuff 
going on right now.” Elizabeth razzi

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Finally saved enough 
for a down payment? 
Keep stashing cash 
for financial security 

It’s the rare home buyer who 
doesn’t walk away from the clos- 
ing table feeling exhilarated but 
close to broke. Most have scraped 
together every dollar they could 
find to make a down payment and 
cover the closing costs. 

But buyers sometimes are sur- 
prised to learn that lenders will 
disapprove of their draining their 
bank accounts dry. It doesn’t mat- 


ter that they used the cash to make 
a bigger down payment or to pay 
off other debts — steps that usu- 
ally win an “attaboy” from a loan 
officer. You still need to have some 
cash in reserve to cover the unex- 
pected, whether it be a layoff or 
unpaid furlough, a broken-down 
car or a leaky roof

recommends that even first-time 
buyers maintain at least three 
months of living expenses, pref- 
erably six months. That includes 
the new mortgage payment and 
all other bills. She acknowledged 
that the goal is difficult for first- 
time buyers. 

“They should know they will set 
money aside every month to build 
that up,” she said. “Let’s learn from 
those people who are losing their 
houses right now.” 

Aside from emergency expens- 
es, Redpath pointed to the addi- 
tional costs of furnishing a home. 
Buyers often don’t anticipate such 
expenses, and they can lead to big 
credit card balances. 

Buyers of new detached houses 
spend an average of $4,900 dur- 
ing the year after the purchase, 
according to a study of federal sta- 
tistics published in December by 
the National Association of Home 
Builders.

spend an extra $3,600, on average, 
during their first year. The money 
goes to repairs and remodeling 
(even in new homes), appliances, 
televisions, mattresses, sofas, win- 
dow coverings and other furnish- 
ings, according to the NAHB. 

Most first-time buyers are tak- 
ing out mortgages insured by the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
according to the National Associa- 
tion of Realtors. FHA mortgages 
require a down payment of at least 
3.5 percent and do not require 
that people buying a single-family 
primary residence have a certain 
amount of cash reserves left after 
closing. But you’ll be hard-put to 
find a financial adviser who says 
the reserves aren’t necessary for a 
borrower’s financial health. 

The government’s new $8,000 
tax credit for first-time home 
buyers (defined as those who 
have not owned a home in the 
past three years) can help bor-

rowers with the cash crunch. 
The FHA recently announced 
that private lenders, state hous- 
ing agencies and some nonprofit 
groups would be allowed to lend 
buyers the $8,000 for up-front 
closing costs or to increase their 
down payment. (The money can- 
not substitute for the minimum 
3.5 percent down payment.) 

Buyers who qualify for the cred- 
it also can file an amended return 
after their sale closes and tap the 
$8,000 as a refund on their 2008 
taxes and use it to replenish their 
savings. The new tax credit is avail- 
able only for deals that close by 
Dec. 1, and the amount is phased 
out for married couples earning 
$150,000 or more, or singles earn- 
ing $75,000 or more. 

“This year’s a special year 
because first-time home buyers 
are going to get a great tax credit,” 
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rating and get them a lower inter- 
est rate. But he cautions against 
reducing their savings. 

“Sure, it’s good to not have a 
debt any longer, but if you’ve totally 
wiped out your savings, what good 
are you doing in the long run if an 
emergency pops up?” he said. 

Ideally, your cash reserves would 
be tucked away in a bank account, 
money-market fund or short-term 
bank certificates of deposit, from 
where you could get the money 
quickly and without penalty should 
an emergency arise. But Corey said 
lenders will count up to 70 per- 
cent of money invested in a retire- 


ment account such as an IRA or 
401(k) toward your cash reserves. 
The lender will base the value on 
your latest account statement, he 
said. Lenders won’t credit the full 
100 percent because of the extra 
taxes and penalties you would owe 
on that cash if you tapped it before 
retirement. 

Karanas said, “We prefer 
cash reserves to truly be cash 
reserves.” 

If you have enough cash to 
handle it, though, there are real 
monthly savings to be gained from 
boosting your down payment. 
Mortgage insurance is expensive. 


and you don’t have to pay it if you 
can put 20 percent down. Even 
boosting your down pa)mient from 
10 to 15 percent would lower your 
monthly PMI expense. 

Corey offered this example, 
based on the rates of Mortgage 
Guaranty Insurance: If someone 
taking out a $250,000 mortgage 
made a 10 percent down payment, 
mortgage insurance would cost 
$129 per month. With a 15 per- 
cent down payment, that monthly 
bill would drop to $79. And with 
20 percent down, that PMI 
expense is eliminated entirely. Eliz-

Redpath said. “But they still need 
to look at their cash flow.” 

Borrowers who need loans larg- 
er than the FHA’s limit, $729,750 
in the Washington area, can’t use 
the program. And anyone making 
less than a 20 percent down pay- 
ment with a non-FH A loan faces 
lenders’ and mortgage insurers’ 
requirements for cash reserves. 

Most require at least two 
months of mortgage payments 
— including principal, interest, 
property taxes and insurance — 
remaining after closing. “It might 
be more than that if some elements 
of the qualification are compro- 
mised,” said Angela Karanas, 
senior vice president for credit risk 
with PMI Mortgage Insurance. 

For example, if the borrower 
has had unstable income or gaps 
in employment, PMI could require 
about six months’ worth of pay- 
ments in the bank. 

People buying investment 
properties or vacation homes may 
also be required to have at least 
six months of payments as cash 
reserves, particularly if they are 
counting on renters to supply part 
of their mortgage payment. 

Karanas’ company offers pri- 
vate mortgage insurance, a prod- 
uct also known as PMI, designed 
to minimize the lender’s loss if the 
borrower stops paying the mort- 
gage. Lenders get the coverage, but 
borrowers pay the premium. 

In the Washington area, which 
mortgage insurance companies 
classify as a market where home 


values are declining, borrowers 
are required to make at least a 
10 percent down payment, instead 
of the typical 5 percent mini- 
mum, to cover the risk that the 
value will fall and borrowers will 
default. Some lenders argue for 
even larger cash reserves than 
are required. 

“If I were advising somebody, I 
would tell them to double or triple 
that number,” said Dan Waetjen, 
Washington-area group president 
for BB&T. “If someone loses a job

or they have to sell the house, they 
find they just don’t have options if 
they don’t have cash,” he said. 

Paul Corey, a mortgage loan 
officer with Weichert Financial 
Services in Montgomery County, 
said he recommends that buyers 
have at least two months of com- 
plete living expenses — not just 
the mortgage — in the bank after 
closing. “We got so used to doing 
100 percent financing for so many 
years, people don’t even think you 
have to have reserves.” 

He said buyers often ask him 
whether they should tap savings 
to pay off car loans or other debts, 
which might boost their credit

Growing up in the Cousteau fam- 
ily meant the ocean was your play- 
ground and Superman capes were 
swapped for scuba gear.

When the empty walls of your pad beg for 

decoration — but your wallet is as empty as 
van Gogh’s after a bender — trade your win- 
ning-a-Sotheby’s-auction fantasies for a trip to 
the art supply store. Because making your digs 
a one-person gallery can be as easy as play- 
ing Jackson Pollock for an afternoon, no MFA 
required. 

Arlington interior designer Sara Tuttle’s 
(Saratuttle.com) clients often dole out thou- 
sands of dollars for oversized Pop-Art canvases 
or rococo pastorals to accent their homes. But 
Tuttle’s personal budget isn’t quite so generous. 
So, when she has a wall to fill, she scours art- 
history books, design magazines and blogs for 
ideas and then grabs a canvas and paints her 
own Rothko- or Miro-esque masterpiece. 

Aspiring artists might also prowl local art 
galleries and museums for inspiration. (Hey, if 


you’re going to say, “I could do that,” put your 
paintbrush where your mouth is.) Tuttle is 
drawn to the drama of abstract expressionism, 
a style that the still life-impaired might find 
more approachable than, say, a detailed land- 
scape depicting the Rosslyn skyline or a por- 
trait of your Uncle Alvarez. 

“Art can transform the look of a room,” she 
says. “You don’t have to be particularly artistic. 
You’re just drawing shapes. Go into it with a 
sense of humor, and you’ll usually be pleasant- 
ly surprised by what you can accomplish.” 

Even if your adventures in acrylic don’t 
unleash an inner Rembrandt, at least you 
won’t run into your masterpiece’s mass-pro- 
duced twin out at a dinner party. “Your home 
is your biggest reflection of who you are. Don’t 
put up anything your neighbor could have,” 
says Kristan Cunningham, “Design Buddy” to 


Rachael Ray and former host of HGTV’s now- 
defunct “Design on a Dime.” 

After all, DIY art adds more than just a 
splash of color — it’s a sophisticated way to 
inject personality onto a blank slate, whether 
your creative strokes are sure or shaky. 

“There is such an emphasis on decorat- 
ing in ways that are deemed tasteful and styl- 
ish that the individuality of the owner can 
get lost,” says Gerard Smith, author of “Artful 
Spaces: DIY Wall Art for the Home” (North 
Light, $19), which details projects for newbie 
artists.

The Answer Man’ is 
a nice, cliche-riddled

FILM I It isn’t hard to guess, from 
a comedy with a title like “The 
Answer Man,” that the man in 
question probably doesn’t have any 
answers at all. But the cliches and 
overly familiar plot points don’t 
end there. 

The debut from writer-director 
John Hindman features a premise 
that sounds an awful lot like “As 
Good as It Gets,” except the script 
isn’t as sharp. 

Jeff Daniels stars as an anti- 
social misanthrope, Lauren Gra- 
ham co-stars as the struggling 
single mom who magically softens 
him, and Lou Taylor Pucci plays 
the young man in need of spiritu- 
al guidance. Together, this motley 
threesome forge an unlikely sup- 
port system. 


The actors tend not to over- 
play their emotions in the film’s 
poignant and dramatic moments; 
Daniels has enough normal-guy 
accessibility to pull them off, and 
Graham is always likable in a no- 
nonsense way. 

Daniels stars as Arlen Faber, 
an author who became an inter- 
national sensation 20 years ago 
with “Me and God,” in which he 
detailed conversations he suppos- 
edly had with the Almighty. From 
the profane tirade he unleashes 
when we first see him, we know 
he’s a fraud. 

Nevertheless, Arlen feels he 
must hide inside his Philadelphia 
brownstone to avoid the throngs 
of worshippers begging for his 
wisdom. 

When his back goes out, he’s 
forced to go outside and crawls on 
all fours to see local chiropractor 
Elizabeth (Graham). He’s instant- 
ly, if awkwardly, smitten. Could 
he really like her that much, that

Just out of rehab for alco- 
holism, Kris seeks the answers he
